night at the meeting of the Nevada Commercial 


League, is a good one and should be taken up by the j 
municipal authorities. It offers an Ingenious and at the 
same Urn", a practicable method of 
giving 
us good 


streets without waiting till Doomsday to get them. In view 
of tho intelligent and diligent way in which the members 
of tb.3 street committee of the city council are getting to 
work in their department, we feel, too, that they will do 
their best to carry the project into effect. 


Mr. Burke's idea is that the city should issue bonds 


for $100,000 for street work. But that is only thj begin- 
ning. With this street fund as the basis, he would have 
the property-owners on the different streets who aro most 
desirous of improving the thoroughfares, get together and 
form an association, which would procure the signatures 
of a majority of the frontage to a proposition to pave the 
street. Then they would go to the city council and have 
that body advance the money out of th-:- fund for the 
work. This sum the property-owners would agree to pay 
back and these payments might be made on the install- 
ment plan, if so desired, but they would k3ep the fund 
up to a good figure always. In this manner, as Mr. 
Burke pointed out, property-owners who rtaily wish 
for good streets can get them. 
At any rate they will 


have something' to show for their money, which they 
have not now, although, under a bond issue, they would 
have to pay taxes just the same to improve distant streets. 
whether their streets \\ere paved or not. 


rvlr. Burke's idea would produce a revolving fund 


from which the streets of the city could be paid for in 
t\\o or three years at most, whila under a bond Issue, they 
would not be improved for ten or twenty years, if then. 
So. after you have thought about it. you will probably 
agree with us thit Mr. Burke has struck the right idea— 
one that cannot be boaten. 


This system would do away with complaints about 


poor work of contractors, too. Every man on the street 
to be paved would take a personal interest in the matter 
as he would have to pay for it.

might even appoint an inspector, and 
pay him.

HE ACTION of the San Francisco Examiner in ex-

Southei n Pacific's track between Davisville and Benicia, 
on the main line of ,the road, is commendable. The rev- 
elation of rotten spikes, worn rails and wooden guards, is 
thorough, and is reinforced by photographic evidence 
that no one can dispute. 


Whenever a disastrous wreck occurs on the Southern 


Pacific, or on any other railway, for that matter, a thou- 
sand and one reasons will always be assigned by the 
motive-power officials for the accident. 
But this does 


not explain half the wrecks so well as the San Francisco 
Examiner's pictures do. Rotten spikes and worn rails— 
ithey tell the story, oh, so much better. 


Those fearful wrecks on the Coast Division of

before they happened, what a different tale might have 
been told! 


Thf truth is, and the railway company will not dare 


deny it, that, since General Manager Kruittschnitt, sev- 
eral years ago, did away with the track-walking force 
and supplanted the men with a scc'.ion foreman on a 
railway tricycle, there has been a great increase in the 
number of accidents on the road. 


Ho made the order dismissing the track-walkers in

family in El Dorado thit did not have buffalo meat in the 
house during the winter months. Then dear were plentl- 


1 | ful, ^shile it was hardly possible to drive north or north- 


ivest of town without seeing big bunches of antelope. Cap- 
tain Zebulon M. Pike camped on the South fork of the 
Cottonwood river on his way to "discover" Pike's Peak, 
and in his dairy he sayr, he saw rnone kinds of game in the 
Flint hills that he had ever seen before at one time. Along 
in tho seventies, when there was not much doing, business 
men shut up their shops and went deer or prairie chick- 
en hunting. It was the thing-for half a dozen spring wagon 
loads of men and women and bird dogs to go for a day's 
hunt. Starting early in the morning, they hunted till noon, 
«-hen they all met and had a fried pralrifi chicken or fried 
venison feed. These parties would kill as many as a hun- 
dred chickens in a day and when they returned home the 
town was liberally supplied with game. We recall that 
three men killed 148 prairie chickens in one day. Nobody 
in town went hungry that night. Airly settlers were not 
so slow. It was an easy matter for two or three men to 
leave town in a spring wagon after dinner and get a Vir- 
ginia deer or two. When the creeks got on a tear, along 
'luring the spring, it was a common thing to drive stakes 
icross the mouth of a ravine or draw, and catch fish by 
the wagon load when the high water went out. The woods 
werv full of wild turkeys, rabbits and quail, while wild 
geese and ducks were more plentiful than they are now. 
Then there were bee trees, and wild honey was often ped- 
dled through the country. These peddlers sold buffalo 
robes buckskin and Indian moccasins. Coon skin caps and 
morcaMns were common in airly days and people werj 
ifti-n glad to get them. Out of town people often came 
to church services in ox wagons. This is written for tho 
younger generation, who may be interested in knowing 
how the airly Kansas settlers lived.
